"HOMErSWEET HOME."' 


The body of John Howard Payne, the 


Lmerican actor and dramatist and author- 
f "Home, Sweet Home," has arrived in 
he New York from France. It will lie 
n state-in the city hall for a day or two, 
and then will be taken to Washington in 
a special car furnished .by the Permsyl- 
Tania railway company. The authorities 
at Oakhill-cemetery at that city -will re- 
jeive the remains-of Payne, and hold 


hem until the ninth of June next.-which 
will be the ninety-first anniversary of his 
lirth. The funeral ceremonies will then 
ako place, which .will, be imposing and 
mtirely fitting the memory and fame of 
he author of "Home, Sweet Home." 


Payne was born in New York, on the 


'th of Juno, 1792, and died at Tunis, in. 
Africa, on the 5th of^June, .1852..;; While 
n early youth he" had a remarkable' pre- 
[ilection for the stage, and at the age of 
>nly IS.'he edited the ."Thespian Mirror." 
Vhen 19'yo'ars old he went on tho stage, 
lis first appearance being at Park theater,- 
tfew York, as "Young Norval." He won 
SU0003S from the beginning, and played 
larnlet and'other leading parts in all the 
arge 'cities [of .the east. 
In 1812-13 he 


clayed in London, also in Ireland, and,in 
ihe provincial theaters. 
He adapted 


many dramas from- the French, and 
among them was "Clari, or tho Maid of 
tfilan," which was produced as an opera 
and contained that touching and famous 
;ong," "Home, Sweet Home." It is one 


>f the sad things in the life of John 
Howard Payne that lie wrote that portion 
of the opera of "Clari" in an attic in the 
Palais Royal in Paris, when he ivas near 
starving. 
This song which has been 


sung in alllands and preseryed Payne's 
name from oblivion, made the fortunes of 
all concerned except the author. 
It 


brought him but little; although 100,000 
copies of the opera were sold m one year. 


Financially ho did not seem to pros- 


per, and in 1832 he ' returned home, and 
after-writing, for. ten years for .-various 
jeriodicals, he was appointed consul to 
Tunis by President .Tyler. He was re- 
called by President.Polk in.18i5.but was 
reappomted-in 1851 by President Fill- 
more.' He had not been in Tunis inore 
ihan a year -during his last appointment, 
jefore he died. The'government erected 
a marble monument over the grave of 
Payne in.St. George cemetery, at Tunis;

philanthropist and public benefactor— 
W. W. : Corcoran, of Washington—to 
sring the remains of the author of
